GENERAL INFORMATION: 

At approximately 1025 hrs., on 10/02/17,1 arrived at the 'Route 91 Harvest Festival' venue at the "Las Vegas Village" 
area at 3901 S. Las Vegas Blvd., as part of a follow up mvestigation into a mass homicide/mass casualty event 
Numerous personnel from LVMPD and the FBI were present at the time of my response. 

1 was assigned to photograph and document the southwest comer of the venue, west of the main stage. The area virest of 
the main stage was a backstage area fa* performers and support stoff. 

An east-feeing trailer labeled "Rte. 91 Dressing Room One' with a sign for 'Jason Aldean" was lining the west perimeter 
bwder of the venue. A second east-feeing trailerwaseasterlyparallel to the first and labeled *Rte. 91 Dressing Room 
Two’ with a sign tor ‘^Jake Owen.' A south-feeing trailer labeled “Rte. 91 Dressing Room Three" vrith signs for 'Josh 
Abbott Band' and & Rich' lined toe north perimeter of the nortowest backstage area, and was located north of

Dressing Rooms One & Two. “Dressing Room Four” was another soutti-facing trailer was easterly adjacent to Dressing 
Room Three, and bore signs for “Artist Settlement" and “Dee Jay Silver.* A small trailer housing res^ooms sat ^cing 
south, just east of Dressing Room Four. 

A large white party/food tent occupied the area just east of Dressing Room Two. The tent was outfitted witfi 
seating/lounging areas, food stations, and bars. A feux lawn was set up along the east ^ce of the party tent. The 
centrally located teux lawn was adorned with tables & chaiis, outdoor lawn games, and decorative faux greenery. Several 
pieces of the decorative faux greenery had been knocked over. A bullet fragment {Kern ifZJ was found on the ground next 
to (»ie of tile outdoor games north of and near the northeast comer of the party tent. 

A seiies of titree motor coaches—vehicle 2, 3, & 4—^were parked facing south, just east of the central ^ux lawn. Vehicle 
1 was padted ^ing west in front (south) of vehicles 2,3, & 4. Vehicle 2 had an awning extended on the west side, and a 
small ^ux lawn that abutted the central faux lawn of Ae party tent 

A piece of knocked over faux greeriery was propped up against the front of vehicle 1. An apparent penetrating bullet hole 
[labeled RV1] was reserved In the front of vehicle 1 below the *T* in “PREVOSF and just south of the knocked over 
greenery. Vehicle 1 had additional apparent penetrating buHet holes on the left (south) side—one [labeled RV2] on the 
left wall of the pop-out expansion below the window, one [labeied RV3] on the same left wall pop*out expansion to the 
rear (east) of the first hole, and another hole [label^ RV4} on the left wall of the motor coach behind (east) of the pop- 
expansion and nearer the roof. A bullet fragment [Item #1] rest on the pavement Just south of the front of vehicle 1. 

Vehicle 4 was the east most soutlvfadng motor coach. Two apparent perforating bullet holes pabeied RV5 & RV6] were 
located in the front right (west) window to the rear of the motor coach d^r. An apparent penetrating bullet hole [ladled 
R7] was located on tife right side of the motor coach below the ssmie damaged window. Another apparent penetrating 
bullet hole [labeled RV9] was located on the right side of the motor coach, behind the window and near the roof. Another 
apparent penetrating bullet hole [labeled RV10] was observed in the top front (southeast) corner of the left pop-out 
expansion of vehicle 4. Inside vehicle 4, there were holes in the blinde covering the front right window next to the front 
right passenger seat that corresponded to those in the window [labeled RV5i and RV6i]. Anotherwindow was located 
behind thefront right passenger seat that served as a divider between the front driving area and the living spaces of tiie 
motor coach. There were multiple impacts pabeied RV8] on the glass of the dividing window behind the front passenger 
seat. Detxis littered the floor behind toe front right seat, toe driver seal, and the walkway to between the two front seats 
that led to the living spaces. 

The main stage was located east of toe motor coaches. Two west-facing temporary buildings lined the west side of the 
stage. The south temporary building bore two apparerrt bullet impacts—one Pabeied RV11] was on the west face of the 
building near toe south end, and the otoer [labeled RV12] was on the west face of the building near the north end. 

Otoer trailers and temporary buildings lined the south perimeter of the venue as ^1 as the area behind the stage, but no 
apparent impacts or observations of evidentiary value were readily apparent.

The attached southeast bathroom had a tub along the nrath wall witti two glass vacuum suction holders on top of the 
tub ledge, a sink counter along the south wall with toiletries to include a prescription for “Diazeparn 10 MG” in the name of 
"Steve Paddock", and two inhalers. The toilet room was to the east wth a pair of boxers and a pair of shoes on the floor.

There was one gunshot wound injury to the left upper back. A dean sheet was used to line the body bag and the 
body bag was sealed with seal #727313.

The decedent was covered with a sheet and a towel and was in a prone position on a tabletop in the parking lot on 
the east side of Bfdg 3.

The decedent was wearing a pink sleeveless shirt that was bunched up around the upper back, 
denim shorts, and gray sodrs. There were handwritten notes on the tabletop and on the sheet. 

A clean sheet was used to line the body bag 
and the body bag was sealed wth seal #727306.

The decedent was covered with a sheet and was in a supine position at the north end of the parking lot on the east 
side of Bldg 3. The head was to the southeast and the fret were to the northwest. The right arm was on the ground 
alongside .the torso and the left arm was on the ground sRghtty away from the torso. The decedent had a tattoo on 
the right outer uf^er leg and multiple tattoos on the back, and was wearing a pink dress, black undershirt, beige 
bra. black underwear, a black sock on the left fo<^ and a brown Western-style boot on the right fool.

GENERAL INFORMATION: 

At the above date and time, I arrived at the Swissport LAS fdel ^ilit/ located at the above address. Present upon arrival 
were LVMPD Detective A. Ubbens, FBI Special Agent D. Linterman, FK Forensic Examiner D, Halepaska and numerous 
members of the FBI Evidence Response Team. 

The facility was located at the northeast comer of Mandalay Bay Road and Haven Street. A parking lot with multiple 
vehicles was to the west of the fuel facility. The Las Vegas Village (Route 91 Festival grounds) were west of the parking 
lot. Two large white storage tanks were at the west side of the fuel facility. The northernmost tank was marked as “202 
JET-A 43,000 BBLS“. Two bullet holes were located cmi the western side of the tank. One bullet hole was on the upper 
half of the tank at the west side and was marked as “Fuel Tank 1”. The second bullet hole was above "Fuel Tank 1" near 
the upper rim attfie west side and was marked as ‘Fu^Tank2*. Both holes had gray/black apparent scorch marks 
surtounding the bullet holes. A strong smell of fuel was delected upon being in close proximity to eac^ hole.

S. Halm #15289, Crime Scene Analyst I S, Chen-Hu^h #16064. ClarK County Coroner Investigators T. Brown #342, P.

The Route 91 Harvest Festival southern half consisted of a large sl^e at the festival's south central end. A small platform 
extended north from the front central portion of the stage. Num«-ous recr^tional vehicles (RVs) in a backstage VIP area 
were at the southwest comer with food vendor stands and restrooms to tae north of the RVs. The “91 Lounge" VIP area

consisted of crowd bleachers at the west central side, additional food vendors to north of the bleachers and a large three 
story VIP Coca-Cola portable suite structure in the northwest comer. Food vendor stands were at the southeast corner to 
the east of the stage with multiple additional large three story VIP Coca-Cola structures along the east central side. 

Two large artificial grass turf plots were at the southern end of the grounds in front of the stage on the west and east 
sides. Asphalt was on all sides of the artificial turf areas. Metal railings were in between the stage and both the grass turf 
plots. The metal railing near the stage began near the outer edges and ran towards the center extended platform. The 
railings then turned northward to form a narrow central walkway with railings on the east and west sides. The central 
walkway ran north from the extended stage platform and separated the east grass turf area from the west grass turf area. 
The central walkway led to frie stage control booth area at the central portion of the festival’s southern half. The stage 
control area also had the same metal railings as the walkway and stage area on the west, north and east sides. To the 
north of the stage control area was a small container structure set up as a bar. One large shipping storage container was 
to the north of that bar. A second bar was on the north side of the shipping storage container. One standalone Maui Jim 
storage container was to the north of the northern bar between the grass areas. 

Both the west and east artificial grass areas had large lighting and speaker towers at the center of their respective 
northern ends. Smaller bar areas with tables were on norffi sides of the speaker towers. The east and west artificial 
grass turf areas and the areas bordering them were designated as the southwest and southeast quadrants of the festival 
grounds. 

The Route 91 Harvest Festival grounds had a very large amount of trash debris and personal items including cell phones, 
purses, wallets, various types of clothing on the ground. Upon arrival strong winds were blowing causing trash and 
personal items to be moved across the grounds. Blood stains were located throughout the festival grounds, primarily on 
the green artificial turf plots, metal railings, the areas beyond the metal railings near the stage and central walkvray and 
across the asphalt ground of the venue. 


THE STAGE: 

The stage's extended platform northern end had a large shield symbol with “91° markings on it's face. A drummer station 
was in the southwest c^ner of the stage behind the musician pdatfoims, while a keyboard station was in the southeast 
corner of the stage. Metal ramps led from the floor of the stage upwards along the sides and behind of the drummer and 
keyboard stations. 

There were five hexagon shaped musician performing platforms scattered near around the stage in front of the drummer 
and keyboard stations. The easternmost hexagon shaped platform on the stage to the north of the Keyboard station will 
be labeled as platform #1 for the purposes of this r^ort. The next platform to the west/southwest of #1 will be if2. The 
hexagon shaped platform that was west of #1 and #2 as well as south of frie north extended platform will be #3. Platfwm 
#4 describes the hexagon shaped platform swjthweslof#3 and north offrte drummer station. The westernmost platform 
will be platform #5, which was also north of the drummer station. 

Theoffstagearea to the west of the performer's area had numerous musical instruments, red metal railings, road case 
kits, tables, chairs and various items. A large north facing partition separated the northwest corner of the stage from the 
back west off stage area. A red metal railing partially separated the stage’s west end from the west off stage portion. 
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STAGE BULLET IMPACTS: 

Bullet impacts were located across the stage floor. Bullet impact ‘A" was south of musician platform #3 and east of 
platform #4. Impact “B” was in between platform #4 and the drummer station. Impact “C" was southwest of platform #5 
and north of the westernmost metal ramp on the west side of the drummer station. Impact “D" was west of the 
westernmost metal ramp on the west side of the drummer station on the west side of ttie stage. Bullet impact "E” was on 
the ground of the west off st^e area, near the south end of the red metal railing separating the west stage from the off 
stage. Bullet impact "F" was just west of the railing’s northern end. Bullet Impact "G" was on the ground at the northwest 
comer of the stage, to the fJWlh of the large separating partition. Bullet impact “H" was on a Sterlite table at the west side 
off stage's north end, south of the large separating partition. Two unknown defects (not marked) were located in the tebric 
towards the bottom of the northwest partition. 


GREEN ARTIFICIAL TURF AREAS; 

The east and west green artificial grass turf plots were located north of the stage and divided from each other by the 
central wedkway, central bars and the storage container. Asphalt surrounded the artificial turf plots on all sides. A large 
amount of trash, personal items and clothing was on the asphalt grourrd and on the turf plots. A red metal railing was near 
the southeast corner railing of the west artificial turf area. For the crime scene documentation purposes, the west artificial 
turf area was divided on an unmarked diagonal spanning from the red railing at the southeast corner to the nortiiwest 
comer near the north side of the west bleachers and the northwest food vendor area. Senior Crime Scene Analysts. J. 
Szukiewicz and M. McIntyre documented the remaning half of the western grass turf area. 


DECEASED VICTIMS: 

The fdlowing documentation regarding the deceased victim's locations and described conditions is localized to the 
eastern half of the divided area of the west artificial turf w»d flie nearby asphalt Senior Crime Scene Analysts J. 
^ukiewicz and M. McIntyre documented victims #1-#7 near the west half of the west artificial turf area as well as victims 
#21 -#24 located in a medical tent in the northeast comer of the festival. 

Cursory physical examinations of the deceased victims and their injuries was conducted at the scene by Clark County 
Coroner Investigators T. Brown, P. Chavez, M. Otero and A. Mogdtin. Victims designated #8-18 were on the western 
ar^icial grass area and nearby asphalt as well as the stage control area. Victims #19 and #20 were located near tee 
eastern artificial grass area to the east of tee stage control area. The victim's iocalion, victim number designation and 
body orientation was marked using orange spray paint near each victim’s body by members of the FBI Evidence 
Response Team. 

An unknown race female adult wite tx’own hair (designated victim #8) was lying on her back on the ground at the 
northeast comer of tee west grass turf area, near tee north central bar and the stand alone Maui Jim storage contains 
and east of tee north central iights/speaker tower. Victim #8 was wearing yellow metal necklace, a black top, jean 
bottwns, pink socks, green Under Armour socks and tffown boots. Victim #8's arms were at her sides, wite her head to 
tee west and her feet to the east Victim #8 had tattoos on her lower barA and the bade side of her neck. Victim #8 had 
injuries to the right eye area and the right forearm, vrith blood on her face. No identification was located on victim #8. 
Victim #8 was placed in a body bag sealed wUh seal #727386, and was teen transported from the scene by personnel 
from Davis Mortuary. The Clark County Coroner's Office assigned case number #17-101^8 for victim #8. 

A hispanic female adult with dark hair (designated victim #9) was lying on her back on the ground to the east of tee stage 
control area south of victim #8. Victim #9 had freckles and moles her left cheek. Victim #9 was wearing a white 
sleeveless top, a jean bottom piece of dothing, brown boots, metal earrings with white round decorations, fabric and metal 
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bracelets on her left wrist, and metal bracelets on her right wrist Victim #9’s arms were at her sides, vwth her head to the 
east and her feet to the west Victim #9 had one injur y to the interior side of her left je g and blood around her head. A 
possible Nevada Driver License bearing the name of was located near victim #9. Victim 

#9 was placed in a body bag sealed with seal #732404, and was then transported from the scene by personnel from 
Davis Mortuary The Clark County Coroner’s Office assigned case number #17-10069 for victim #9, 


A white female adult (designated as victim #10) was tying on her bade on the ground to the south of victim #9 to the east 
of the stage control area. Victim #10 was wearing a black t-shirt with ‘Jason Aldean* on the front, blue jeans, and 
black/turquoise Skechers shoes. Victim #10‘s head was to the northwest with her feet to the southeast. Victim #10's left 
arm was by her side whi le her right a rm was near her he ad. A black t^rse was on the g round near victim #10 with a 
California driver license #MHpB|bearing the name of Victim #10 had one injury to the 

right middle side other back. Victim #10 was placed In a body bag sealed with seal#732458, and was then transported 
from the scene by personnel from Davis Mortuary. The Clark County Coroner’s Office assigned case number #17-10070 
for victim #10. 


A white female adult with blond hair (designated as victim #11) was lying on her back to the west of victim #10. Victim #11 
had a heavy build and was wearing a striped black and white ^irt, an upper body black piece of clothing, and blue jeans. 
Victim #11 was not wearing shoes. Victim #11 had white metal bracelets on her wrists and tattoos on her shoulders, lower 
back,_ ankles, and behind her ears. Victim #i I’s head was to the southeast with her feet to the northwest with her arms at 
her sides. One ring was on the ringfingerorUjeriefUjand^Onei^h driver license and one Utah concealed weapons 
permit card bearing the name of^BHI^HiiBHBBBiwere inside of the right rear pocket of victim #1Ts 
jeans. Victim #11 had one injury to the right side and on© injury to the right neck area Victim #11 was placed in a body 
bag sealed with seal #732423, and was then transported from the scene by personnel from Davis Mortuary. The Clark 
County Coroner's Office assigned case number #17-10071 for victim #11. 


An unknown race female adult (designated as victim #12) was lying on her back to the south of victim #8 near the 
southwest comer of the stage control area. Victim #12 was wearing an American flag top, a white tank top with the 
American flag, blue jean shorts, brown socks, red cowboy bools. Victim #12 had a white tjracelet with clear stones on her 
left wrist. Victim #12’s head was to the north, with her right leg straight to the southwest and her left leg bent at the knee 
and her left foot by her groin area. Victim #12's arms were by her sides. One purse was around her right armpit and 
contained a California Driver License bearing the name of Victim #12 had one injury to her 

forehead. Victim #12 was placed in a body bag sealed with seal #732474. and was then transported from the scene by 
personnel from Davis Mortuary. The Clark County Coroner's Office assigned case number #17-10072 for victim #12. 


A white male adult (designated as victim #13) was lying on his back to toe southeast of victim #12. Victim #13 was 
wearing a burnt orange t-shirt, dark shorts with belt, while socks and wtoite shoes and a metal watch on the left wrist 
Victim #13’s head was to the north with his feet to the southwest Victim #13's left leg was bent at the knee, and his right 
arm was bent at the elbow. Blood was visible on his face and hands. A black and ora nge backpack with “Panik 12” in 
lettering was on victim 12's back. One California Driver License bearing toe name 

was inside of a wallet in victim #1Z's right back pocket Victim #13 had one injury to the upper right chest area. Victim #13 
was placed in a body bag sealed with seal #732489, and was then transport^ from the scene by personnel from Davis 
Mortuary. The Clark County Coroner's Office assigned case nuniber#17-1(K)73 for victim #13. 

A white male adult with short dark hair (designated as victim #14) was lying on his back to the east of victim #13, and 
souto of the stage control area. Victim #13 had numerous tarttoos on his torso and left arms. A tattoo on toe right side of 
his torso read "Ride Race Live". Victim #14 was wearing a dark t-^irt with "Back to Back World War Champs” in lettering. 
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blue jean pants and brown boots. His head was to the north and his feet were to the south. Victim #14’s right arm was 
towards the west while his left arm was along his side. Victiin #14's right leg was bent at the knee with his foot along his 
left calf.

Victim #i 6'8 left arm was bent at foe elbow on 
her left side. A black backpack wa s on her back. A wallet was in foe rig ht front jeans pocket and contained a California 
Driver License bearing foe name ol^||[|Pmi||^mB||[|^pne cell phone was in the left front jeans pocket 
Victim #16 had a mole on her chest ari^njuries to the left side of the middle of the back and to the right breast area.

A white female adult (designated as victim #17) was lying on her back on the asphalt ground to the east of the west 
artificial grass turf area and southwest of victim #16. Victim #17 was wearing a gray t-shirt, blue jean shorts with a brown 
belt, a brown wallet on the belt and brown boots. A ring was on her left middle finger. White metal bracelets were on the 
right wrist \rictim #17's head was to foe north with her feet crossed at the ankles to the soufoeast.

An unknown race female adult vrith a heavy build and dark hanr (designated as victim #20) was lying on her back on the 
asphalt cement area, east of toe east artificial grass turf area and storage container and to the north of toe stage. Victim 
#20 was wearing a black long sleeve top, black pants, brown sandals v«to black straps. One metal watch was on her left 
wrist. One black backpack was on her back containing a cell phone and sunglasses only. Victim #20's right arm was to 
the northeast with her left arm to the east Victim #20’s head was to toe northeast wliiie her feet were to the southwest. 
Blood was visible on her face and an injury was located on the URser back. No forms of identification were located on or 
near victim #20. Victim #20 was placed in a body bag sealed with seal #732451 and was then transported from the scene 
by personnel from Davis Mortuary. The Clark County Coroner’s Office assigned case number #17-10080 for victim if2Q.

One bullet (item #2) was located on the asphalt ground near toe northeast comer of the east artificial grass turf area, 
beside toe right arm of victim it20 One bullet fragment (item #3) was also located on the asphalt ground near the 
northeast comer of the east artificial grass turf area approximately 5’ north of item #2. 

The bullets and fragment described as items #1-#3 were collected as evidence by myself and impounded. Crime Scene 
Analyst J. Szukiewicz recovered and impounded bullet fragments from remaining areas of toe festival grounds. Please 
consult his Evidence Impound Report for additional information.

A brown 
fabric glove rested on the driver floortjoard. A key and a valet tick^ rest^i'on the dash in front of the steering wheel- 
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CENTER DASH 

The center dash storage compartnrtCTt housed a container of bum. a bottle of asprin, and an inhaler. A bottle of water sat 
in one of the upper center floor cup holders. 

FRONT PASSENGER AREA 

The front passenger door contained a water bottle and a plastic bag in the interior door pocket. The glove box was open, 
and an "Atlantis Casino Report Spa" hangtag & eyeglasses case were among the glove box contents. 

REAR PASSENGER AREA 

The center row seats were folded down. A pair of brown fetbric gtoves rested on the floor near the rear of the left sliding 
door. A single brown fabric glove rested on the floor to the rear of the center console between the front seats. Another 
pair of brown fabric gloves rested on the floor behind the front right passenger seat.

Rifle Exploding Target" sat on parking space 314, 
west of vehicle 1. 

Several items on the floor sat next to a pillar marked 247-264. A black shoulder/duffle bag sat next to two large plastic 
b«®s containing and unknown white powder and two clear canisters wito white lids with unknown contents. A small black 
suitcase contained blue and green towels and multiple loaded rifle ms^azines, A second small black suitcase contained 
white towels, multiple loaded rifle magazines, a cardboard box, and a box of ammunition.

THE DECEDENT;
